REGULATIONS. 


1.  — The  Hospital  is  intended  chiefly  for  persons  in  the 

last  stage  of  illness. 

2.  — Patients  are  admitted  solely  on  their  merits.  No 

patient  suffering  from  acute  infectious  disease 
or  mental  derangement  is  eligible. 

3.  — An  application  form  must  be  filled  up  by  the  doctor 

in  attendance,  showing  the  nature  and  stage  of 
illness,  and  the  patient's  fitness  for  removal. 

4.  — The  average  cost  of  each  patient  per  week  is  approx.  £5  ♦ 

Patients  are  expected  to  contribute  towards  this 
according  to  their  means,  but  not  less  than 
£2  2S.  per  week,  except  in  exceptional  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

5.  — Should  patients  be  found  unsuitable  after  admission, 

they  must  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  their 
friends.  Funeral  expenses  must  be  guaranteed, 
should  death  occur  while  in  the  Hospital. 

6.  — No  alcoholic  beverages  are  given  or  allowed  unless 

expressly  ordered  by  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

7.  — Patients  may  be  visited  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays 

and  Sundays,  from  2  to  4  p.m.  Special  permission 
is  required  for  other  days.

OWING  to  the  War  the  Council  has,  in  common  with  other 
hospitals,  abbreviated  its  Annual  Report*  The  names  of 
our  generous  supporters  have  accordingly  been  omitted  and 
the  total  amounts  contributed  alone  recorded*  The  Council  offers 
its  heartfelt  gratitude  to  all  who  are  assisting  St*  Columba's  in  these 
difficult  days* 

The  financial  results  have  been  satisfactory,  there  being  a  balance 
of  income  over  expenditure  of  £1,852*  This  includes  one  munificent 
gift  of  £1,000  from  Miss  Oldfield  in  memory  of  her  mother,  after 
whom  a  bed  has  been  named* 

In  last  year's  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  need  for  new 
premises,  for  which  we  are  anxiously  building  up  the  Reserve  Fund* 
Early  in  the  year  a  suitable  freehold  property  was  offered  us  at 
Wimbledon,  which,  but  for  the  War,  the  Council  would  in  all 
probability  have  purchased*  Negotiations  have  inevitably  been 
suspended,  but  will  we  hope  be  resumed  when  peace  comes* 

With  the  outbreak  of  war,  accommodation  was  reserved  for  emer¬ 
gency  patients  as  requested  by  the  Government*  This  has  now  been 
released  and,  with  much  thankfulness,  we  are  able  to  put  all  our  beds 
at  the  disposal  of  those  who,  more  than  ever,  need  peace  and  comfort 
in  their  dying  hours* 

Such  A*R.P*  precautions  as  are  practicable  have  been  taken  for  the 
protection  of  patients  and  Staff* 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  form  at  the  end  of  this  Report, 
the  use  of  which  will  ensure  the  rebate  of  Income  Tax*  At  the  present 
high  rate  this  will  ensure  a  very  substantial  increase  of  revenue  to  the 
Hospital* 

The  Council  records  with  much  regret  the  death  of  Mr*  P*  B* 
Savile,  for  many  years  a  valued  member  of  the  Council  and  also  a 
Trustee. 

The  Council  thanks  its  auditors,  Messrs*  Singleton,  Fabian  &  Co*, 
for  their  honorary  services* 

It  will  be  readily  understood  how  greatly  the  War  has  added  to 
the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  the  Matron  and  her  staff*  Despite 
many  anxieties  they  are  carrying  on  with  undiminished  courage,  and 
the  gratitude  of  their  patients  for  the  sympathy  and  solace  they  find 
at  St.  Columba's  are  the  constant  proof  that  the  labour  of  love

jflfletrical  Report* 


DURING  1939,  the  medical  history  of  St.  Columba's  has  differed 
little  from  that  of  other  years,  even  since  the  declaration  of 
War.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  latter  we  should  probably  by 
now  have  been  elsewhere ;  but  as  it  is,  work  has  so  far  gone  on  much 
as  it  has  always  done.  For  a  time  a  complete  Ward  was  held  m 
readiness  for  possible  air-raid  casualties — needless  to  say,  much  to 
the  detriment  of  the  numbers  admitted;  but  after  a  time  this  was 
allowed  by  the  authorities  to  be  given  up  as  unnecessary,  and  the 
ordinary  pre-war  number  of  beds  is  now  available  and  almost 

always  fully  occupied. 

Special  instruction  in  the  treatment  of  the  results  of  gas  and 
incendiary  bombs  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  staff,  so 
that  they  are  better  qualified  to  deal  with  any  such  emergency  that 
may  arise,  though  we  sincerely  hope  that  there  will  be  no  occasion 
for  putting  their  knowledge  to  the  test. 

For  the  rest,  the  hospital,  as  always,  has  proved  a  great  and  real 
blessing  to  a  class  of  patients  for  whom  no  provision  is  made  or  can 
be  made  in  the  ordinary  hospital,  and  we  believe  has  had  God  s 
blessing  on  its  work.
